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DETAILED ACTION 
Pending Claims 
Claims 1 and 3-14 are pending. 

Response to Amendment 

1 . The rejection of claims 6 and 7 under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, has been 
overcome by amendment. 

2. The rejection of claims 1, 8, 9, and 14 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Yano et al. (JP 2001-1 14986) has been overcome by amendment. 

3. The rejection of claims 3 and 4 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Yano 
et al. (JP 2001-1 14986) has been overcome by amendment. 

4. The rejection of claims 5-7 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Yano et al. 
(JP 2001-1 14986) in view of Uchida et al. (JP 2003/327792) has been overcome by amendment. 

5. The rejection of claims 10-13 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Yano et 
al. (JP 2001-1 14986) in view of Maeda (JP 2001-335620) has been overcome by amendment. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 1 and 3-14 are allowed. 

7. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the closest prior art is 
Yano et al. (JP 2001-1 14986) and Tomonaga (US Pat. No. 3,951,904). 
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The teachings of Yano et al. were detailed in the previous Office action. They fail to 
disclose the instantly claimed pitch comprising mesophase microspheres isolated from a 
mesophase pitch. 

Tomonaga discloses a similar molding material featuring hollow carbon microspheres, 
which are prepared from a coal-base or pefroleum-base pitch material. The method of making 
these hollow carbon microspheres is detailed in Amagi et al. (US Pat. No. 3,786,134). These are 
different from the instantly claimed mesophase microspheres because they are hollow. It 
appears that the instantly claimed mesophase microspheres would have been solid spheres, as 
discussed in Higuchi et al. (Microstructure of carbonaceous mesophase spherule) and supported 
by the recognized definitions of: mesophase pitch, pitch, carbonaceous mesophase, and Brooks 
and Taylor structure.
